Appeal delays second abuse case 

Broward won't try ex-Scout leader if Putnam sentence upheld

PALATKA — In order to protect a victimized bov, a 
Broward County prosecutor will await the outcome of 
an appeal to reduce the sentence of convicted sex of- 
fender Jake Gary Hersey before deciding whether to 
pursue similar charges in South Florida. 

On Oct. 30. Hersev. an assistant Scoutmaster wich 
the Bov Scouts, was sentenced in Kutnam uounty to 
22 years in pnson and 4o years probation alter plead- 
ing guilty 10 seven counts' ot tewa ana lascivious be-

droward County Assistant State Attorney Dennis Bai- 
ley said he has talked to the parents and will await the 
outcome of an appeal to the Putnam County sentence 
before deciding if charges should be filed in South 
Florida, where Hersey also may have had sexual con- 
tact with a Boy Scout. 

"If the [Putnam County] sentence stands, the parents 
I have talked to are satisfied/' Bailey said. "In child 
victim cases, the decisions of the parents carry great 
weight with us." 

A trial would further traumatize the child, he said. In 
a South Florida trial, the victim might have to testify, 
opening him to cross-examination by the defense at- 
torney. 

Bailey said the charge contemplated in Broward 
County is a sex act against a child, a first-degree felo- 
ny with a maximum sentence of 30 years. The incident 
allegedly occurred on a scouting jamboree in Broward 
County in February 1986. 

An appeal has been Hied with the 5th Circuit Court, 
of Appeal, contending that the State Attorney's Office 
in Paiatka backed away from a plea agreement that 
would have resulted in a maximum 17 years in prison. . 

Paiatka attorney Robert McLeod, who is representing 
Hersey, filed the appeal. In state sentencing guidelines, 
Hersey should have faLlen within a range of nine to 



12 years with an allowance for the judge to exceed the 
guidelines to 17 years, McLeod said. 

"The state made that offer and that's what we plead- 
ed to, and then they jumped off that agreement." Mc- 
Leod said. "We want the benefit of the bargain." 

Assistant State Attorney Richard Whitson of the State 
Attorney's Office in Paiatka said his office had agreed 
t to the 17-year maximum, but said a state Department 
, of Corrections review of the case placed Hersey in a 
higher guideline catagory because of the nature of the 
contact Hersey had with the victims. 

In the guidelines, those convicted of crimes are given 
points according to the crime. The victim contacts 
added points in Hersey's case that scored him into a 
higher guideline cell, Whitson said. 

"The DOC found that because of the number of 
events he was confessing to, he would have scored 
higher," Whitson said. 14 We scored him wrong." 

Whitson said Circuit Judge Robert Perry followed the 
DOC recommendation. 

The father of a 14-year-old boy molested by Hersey 
said he and his wife think the sentence was adequate. 
They had asked the State Attorney's Office in Fort 
Lauderdale to investigate the 3roward County allega- 
tions. 

"We don't think the sentence was too harsh, consid- 
ering what the incidents were." he said Thursday. 

He said he does not want the sentence reduced. 

Rachel Murphey. a Paiatka attorney representing the 
parents in a civil' suit against tne dov scouts, said Her-, 
sev's willingness to cooperate in that case could also . 
have an impac t on whether new charges are pursuea.

PALATKA * A former assistant: 
Scoutmaster was charged yesterday 
with 18 additional sexual assault 
charges involving rive Putnam 
County boys. 

Some of the victims, a prosecutor 
said, were Boy Scouts. 

The suspect, Jake Gary Hersey, 
may have assaulted as many as 10 
boys Ln three states during the past 
four years, Assistant State Attorney 
Paul Meredith said. 

Last week, Hersey. 26. was arrest- 
ed on three counts of sexual bat- 
tery and two counts of iewd and 
lascivious assault on a boy. Hersey 
has been held on a 517,516 bond in 
the Putnam County Jail since his 
arrest. An additional 350.072 bond 
has been recommended by authori- 
ties. 

Hersey. a Putnam County resi- 
dent, was charged yesterday with 
16 new counts of lewd and lascivi- 
ous assault upon a child and two 
new charges of sexual battery, Mer- 
edith said. The incidents involved 



rive boys who were between the 
ages of 12 and 1 4 when the alleged 
violations occurred, sheriffs detec- 
tive Chuck Whaiey said. 

"He [Hersey] was very cooperative 
and remorseful.'* Meredith said. 

Paiatka attorney Robert "Mac" 
McLeod, who represents Hersey. 
said: "[ would not have any com- 
ment about any of the charges ex- 
cept to say we will maintain a plea 
of not guilty until we conduct an in- 
vestigation. These are very serious 
allegations and warrant a very seri- 
ous" investigation." 

Meredith said his office and the 
Sheriffs Office became involved in 
the case after learning from a par- 
ent that Boy Scout officials were 
getting ready to confront Hersey 
with allegations chat he had molest- 
ed at least une youth. 

A state attorney's representative 
attended a meeting between Hersey 
and Scout leaders May 15. Meredith 
said Hersey agreed to cooperate 
with sheriffs investigators.
